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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims stand as rejected in the office action 
of 12/05/2008. The examiner respectfully responds to the arguments as follows. Concerning Kaizik not teaching the hydrogentation of the 
first step aldehyde, but of a ketone, Kaizik does teach the hydrogenation of a ketone, and that some of the aldehyde is condensed to form 
that ketone. But Kaizik also clearly states that some of the (starting) aldehyde (column 3 lines 38-42) may be directly hydrogenated to the 
alcohol. 

Concerning the third step, the limitation of a 1-alcohol is not present in claim 15, and so the use of the type of alcohol used in Kaizik to form 
the 1 -olefin is irrevelent. The type of dehydration reaction required in the instant application claim 15 is also unspecific, and requires no 
partiulcar type of alcohol. The limitation of the formation of an alcohol and elimination of water to form a 1-olefin is explicitly stated by Kaizik 
(see office action) 

Regarding reasons to combine the two references, the process of Kukes has several advantages (see last office action) and is an excellent 
way to make directed end products of high quality. The motivation to combine is also found in Kaizik, as Kaizik specifically states that the 
end product of Kaizik may be used as a starting point for further chemical reactions to make other chemcial products. See Kaizik column 4 
lines 40-55. 
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
